by County 

Montgomery County's newly ap- 
pointed Democratic Board of Asses- 
sors took office this week — under pro- 
test of the former Republican mem- 
bers. Joseph McElwee of Valley 
road. Merion, took the place of an- 
other Main Liner, William T. War- 
ren of Linwood avenue, Ardmore, in 
the shake-up. 

McElwee is Merion committeeman 
and resident secretary of the execu- 
tive committee of the Dnnocratic 
county organization. Warren is Re- 
publican committeeman in South Ard- 
more, precinct No. 2. The jobs on 
the board of assessors pay $5000 a 
year. 

Appointment of the new board was 
necessitated by the passage of the 
legislative "ripper" bill removing the 
old board. 

In addition to Warren the old 
board included Norman Zendt of 
Souderton and James Hynes of Chel- 
tenham. The other two members of 
the Democratic board are Francis 
Hayes of Norristown and Raymond K. 
Mensch of Gilbertsville. 

Under the provisions of the ripper 
act, signed last week by Governor 
George H. Earle of Haverford, the 
appointment of a new board of assess- 
ment and revision of taxes in five 
Pennsylvania counties was transferred 
from the county commissioners to 
the State auditor general, in this case, 
Warren R. Roberts. 

It is on this part of the act that 
the Republican protests were made, 
and the constitutionality of the pro- 
ceedings will be tested in the courts. 
Leading Republicans of the county 
doubt the power of State officers to 
appoint men to jobs for which the 
county pays the salaries. 

For a short time last Tuesday 
afternoon, both boards of assesssors 
claimed the legal rights to the job, 
and occupied the same office. After 
some discussion, however, the mem- 
bers of the old Republican board 
turned over the office to the new- 
comers — under protest. 

The new members of the board all 
were recommended to the auditor gen- 
eral by a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Democratic party 
of this county held in Norristown last 
Friday night.

Rev. J. E. Nidecker, 87,' 
Author, Linguist, Dies 

Retired Minister of Old Zionl 
Church Was Narberth Resi- 
dent Since 1914 



The Reverend Johann E. Nidecker, 
D.D., died on Monday at his home, 28 
Woodside avenue, Narberth, of arterio 
scelerosis, at the age of 87 years. 

Dr. Nidecker, who was born in 
Basel, Switzerland, was ordained in 
the United States in 1875. For one 
year he was pastor at Chambersburg 
and then for seven years at Wilkes- 
Barre.

years preceding 1870 had increased 
from 2827 to only 4886. From 1870 
to 1900, the population increased 
8385 making a total for 1900 of 13,271. 
Lower Merion has continued its 
rapid growth as a result of the strik- 
ing outward movement of population 
from the city to its suburban ring 
that has characterized the years since 
the turn of the century. 

Today, the transformation from an 
agricultural community to a subur- 
ban residential area is almost com- 
plete. In other days, industry was 
represented by a number of small 
mills. Today, the Autocar Factory 
and Pencoyd Iron Works are import- 
ant industrial plants, but the signifi- 
cance of Lower Merion is wholly resi- 
dential. The charm of the township 
is in its open character. Wise plan- 
ning will help to retain this charm 
even though the density of population 
is considerably increased.

TURNPIKE AND EARLY 
RAILROAD DAYS 
The Schuylkill River was the first 
artery of traffic. Large canoes were 
used to transport goods. Later, when 
the anthracite coal trade flourished, a 
canal was built along the river to ac- 
commodate the heavy traffic. The 
first roads in Lower Merion were but 
trails and horses and foot transporta- 
tion only were available. The settle- 
ment of Lancaster led to a demand for 
an adequate highway between that 
town and Philadelphia, resulting in 
the construction of the first turnpike 
in America. Completed in 1794, it 
was immediately successful and en- 
couraged the building of other turn- 
pikes in the region. Passing through 
Lower Merion, the Lancaster Turn- 
pike played a part in the development 
of the township. It was over this 



famous road that the ponderous Con- 
estoga wagons carried merchandise 
and settlers bound for the interior. 
With the coming of the railroads, 
turnpike traffic declined and, after a 
varied history, Lancaster Pike was 
purchased by the State Highway De- 
partment in 1917 and made a free 
road. 

The Philadelphia and Columbia 
Railroad was the first railroad 
through Lower Merion and formed a 
part of the "Main Line of Public 
Works of Pennsylvania," a remark- 
able system of canals, portages and 
railways from Philadelphia to Pitts- 
burgh. Opened for use as far as 
Paoli in 1832, the Philadelphia and 
Columbia Railroad wound through 
the township paralleling Montgomery 
avenue to Athensville (Ardmore). 
From Haverford to Rosemont the 



route was along Old Railroad avenue. 
When the Pennsylvania Railroad took 
over the system, the old route to Ard- 
more was vacated and the line was 
shifted to its present location. The 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, 
chartered in 1833, was built primarily 
to carry anthracite coal. Though it 
passes through the township along 
the Schuylkill, it has played but a 
small part in the development of the 
township. 

MODERN GROWTH AS A 
SUBURBAN RESIDENTIAL AREA 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, in a re- 
location through Humphreysville 
(Bryn Mawr), found it advisable to 
buy a number of properties. After 
reserving a right of way, the remain- 
der of the property was utilized for 
a real estate development. This op- 
eration, plotted about 1870, contained 
restrictions as to use, setback, and 
cost and may be considered as the be- 
ginning of the development of Lower 
Merion as a suburban residential 
area.
